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4 SIGNPOST 


ROCK-PAPER-SCISSORS 







The heavy hanging forks lower the 
centre of gravity and help in maintaining 
balance and stability. 



Now gently place the end 
of the first toothpick on 
the pointed end of the 
vertical toothpick (as 
shown in image). The forks 
will balance beautifully. 
Give them a little push and 
they will rotate. 



Q Weave an 80-cm long 
thread through the pen. 




Q Tie a small weight (eraser) to the top part of the 
thread and a heavy weight (keys) below. 


Hold the pen and start 
spinning the eraser. The 
heavy bunch of keys will 
lift up because of the 
force of spin! 


Centrifugal force tries to 
push the spinning eraser 
away from the pen.
